1952— Chicago

afficially “The Tenth Annivere 
World Science Fiction Convention" 
and had no nickname, although many, 
of course, called it “Chicon 2." Like- 
wire this convention here in Philly 
has no official nickname, hut if you'll 
look hard you'll find “Philcon 2” 
creeping into one of two of the ada.

JAMES A. WILLIAMS 


The idea of having a convention this year Ín 
Philadelphia began with James A. Williams. As 
president of the Philadelphia Selence Fiction 
Society in 1952, he was elected chairman of the 
convention commillee, To be a good convention 
chairman wae his final great ambition. He threw 
himself recklesaly into the work of organizing 
the convention, with the full knowledge that hia 
heart waa likely to give way al any moment. And 
so ìt did, in March of this year. 

Yet we should not fee! diamayed that this pas- 
sionate interest ір science firtian was the cause 
of Jim Williams’ death. For as Jim said many 
times, he felt that for him life really did hegin 
at forty, This was when he discovered the Phila. 
delphia Science Fiction Society, and he felt that 
the last several year of his life were greatly 
brightened hy the group of friends who sur- 
rounded him Liecau»e of his activities In the club. 


TRADITIONS OF PAST CONVENTIONS 


The site of the conscntions has traveled around 
the country in a more or lew orderly pattern, so 
that na aingle region of Ihe country has had the 
ranvention two years in a row, and ao that the 
cast and went coats cach have gotien a conven: 
tion once every four years. 

Convention have been operated on a nan- 
profit basis. The income haa gone toward the 
payment of convention expenses, and any amount 
in cacraa has been donated ta the nest convention 
and or divided among various fan organisations. 
Member» of the convention. commiliecs. have 
worked withoul personal remuneration. 

One of thr high points of each convention since 
1940 has been a costume party based on science 
fictional ideas. Bv un interesting coincidence, the 
chairman of the present convention waa master 
of ceremonies af the firi such costume party in 
Chicago 1940; the editar of this program booklet 
won the frst prize at thal party; the costume 
designer is also present at this year's affair. 

The auclioa hea been traditional since the 
earliest! conventions, This has two purposes: it 
gives the fans an opportunity to acquire original 
magazine illustrations and manuscripts, and ii 
makes up a large part of the conventions: cash 
income.
